Main Targets 


Onc of the main’ targets of at- 
tock has been the Jiberals in the 
Perty and in the press who 
huve been accused of disloyalty 
and antl-Communist activities, 

Although Gomulka said that 
the broad, cultural and political 
freedoms Introduced after the 
bleodless October revolution of 
1956 will be = preserved, he 
made it clear that he will 
tolerate no criticism or opposl- 
tion that challenges the Ensle 
idcologies of Communism, 

This policy has been jn force 
and in the past few weeks was 
dramatically illustrated by 
suppression of the Iberal 
students’ weelly Po Prosiu and 
the expulsion of its editors 
from the Party. 

On. the state of Pollsh 
econamy, Gomulka’s policy will 
‘be continued, It means the con- 
tinued = dissolution —_ of the 
collective farms and the Intro- 
duction of more private trade. 

Gomulka has promised no 
wage Increase for workers 
although rising inflation has 
cancelled the inercase 
made, 

On foreign policy,, he will 
continue complete support of 
the Soviet Union In its attempt 
to solidify the Communist bloc.

Evangelist Billy Graham said teday that he had 
been told “on gdod authority” that a strong 
Kremlin clement wanted a Russian attack on 


the U.S. within two years. 


He called on Pre- 


sident Eisenhower to “tell the American 
people exactly where we stand.” 


Mr Graham expressed decp 
concern over “the present world 
crisis’ in a sermon at tha 
winding-up rally of his New 
York crusade at the Polo 
Grounds. 

He told the congregaon fhat 
the whole world was speculating 
om. the removal of Marshol 
Georgl Zuhkov as jovict 
Defence Minister, 

“Sputnik {s buzzing around 
over our heads, testifying to 
the danger of war," said Mer 
Graham. "The whole world is 
alarmed, The American gov~ 
ernment is becoming alarmed. 
-T-was told two wetks 

a member of. the Ameri- 
‘ongresa'that. there Is a 
strong element: within the 
Kremlin that belleves — that 
Russia should attack the United 
States within the next two years, 
We don't know what is coming.”

Dogs & Cats May Be 


TB Germ ‘Reservoirs’ 


New. York, Oct. 26. 


Scientific investigation has disclosed that dogs and 
cats may be “reservoirs” of tuberculosis 
germs. This is important because if tuber- 
culosis among human begins is ever wiped 
out, all “reservoirs” of the germs will have 
to be wiped out first. : 


The investigation was not- 
able beenuse it was mode In 
Glasgow, which has one of the 
most effectlye - public health 

> pervices In the world but also 
has os yet undetected reservoirs 
of TB, germs ‘that keep the 
“new enses’’ rate among people 
more or less Steady. 


- POSSIBILITY 

. Olber possible reservoira had 
been checked’ ond so a Univer- 
sity of Glasgow team headed by 
Dr V.M. Hawthorne looked into 
dogs and cats. First, they, check- 
ed the human “contacts” ‘of 
14 dogs which were,’ most © de- 
finitely tubercular. 

These contacts numbered 60 
but only 34 consents to medical 
investigation. Of those 34, the 
x-rays of 12 showed evidences 
of TB. That's a whopping 35.2 
per cent. Three of the 34 had 
aetive TB, a rate of 882 per 
cent. In moss x-ray ¢xamino~ 
tions of Glasgowans at Jange, 
the rate was 0.72 per cent.

Time Factor, 


Mr Trippe also pointed out 
the time factor in getting. new 
hotet facilities! underway’ in 
Honglong. : 

“If the passengers who scck 
to come here are accommodated 
without such’ facllitics, their 
trips wilk “obviously have to 
omit Hongkong in future, 

“It would be unfortunate if 
that situation were to cpntinuc 
and { hope that the officials 
will give duc recognition to the 
thme factor involved.” .

Last year, Americans travel- 
Ing abroad had spent about

Unfortunately, that was not 
the case as yet In the countrics 
of Western Pacific where tourism 
had riot as yet. commenced in 
any important way. The total re= 
celpt from ~ tourism from the 
Western Pacific last year was less 
than one per cont of the receipt 
earned fram tourism by. Western 
Europe.

from” straight. out ‘adulteration by using commercial 
alcohol to adding inferior brands to tho better qualities. 


Pre-war liquor - wns cheap 
rnd adulteration’ not: worth: the

war years have provided ground 
for harvest. 

The crop was there for reap- 
ing immediately after — tho

This phase passed’ with ih- 
creased supplies of good Mquor, 
but over the yeats production 
costs have increased and 
Government has taken its share 
in exelre duty so thet current 
retalt prices now make it pro- 
fitable for a ‘straight. out 
swindle, 


How It Works 


This is how the latest racket 
works with ndy, which is a 
three-bottle operation. 

An empty No. 1. brandy bot- 
tle in gcod condition, (ic, tho 
label and stal ere Intact)’ is 
bought for. $4, .a full bottle of 
the next quality for $23. and a 
full bottle of an inferior grado 
for $14. Pour the contentr of 
No, 2 bottle Into No.-1 and the 
contents of No. 3 into No. 2, 
ond sell the empty for a fow 
cents. 

The first bottle is then sold 
for $34 and tho second for $23, 
making a clear prefit of $16 on 
an oullny of $41.
